avenue. 


Two 
affidavits 
were 
filed 


against Burke in the Rush cir- 
cuit court Thursday afternoon, 
charging him with unlawful pos- 
session and transportation of in- 
toxicating liquor. The affidavits 
were signed by Levi Crull, chief 
of police, and Albert Stevens, 
prosecuting attorney. 


Bond was set at $2,500 on each 


affidavit by Judge Titsworth. 


Burke, 'driving a Ford sedan, 


was coming up the avenue when 
his car collided headon with the 
automobile coming east on Third 
street and being driven by Esta 
Webb of northwest of here. Both 
cars were damaged about the 
front end and Burke's car, whirh 
bore an Ohio license, was unable 
to be driven.
